1956 models aren’t moving out as fast as cars did last year. Trade 


experts tend to blame the fact 


that 1956 cars are basically the 


Same as the ’55’s, and changes are expected in ’57. They believe 
people are afraid the 1956 cars won’t have as much resale value 


if drastic changes appear. 


But while this may be one 
factor, another is that family 
debts, chiefly for cars, have 
reached a new peak. And at the 
same time car prices were 
jacked up for 1956. The average 
wage-earner is now paying out 
12 cents of every take-home dol- 
lar on installment debts (not in- 
cluding mortgages). 


The average family’s install- 
ment debts jumped 18 percent in 
three years afid it now owes 
$700. But since 57 percent of the 
families have all the debts, the 
average family that does gener- 
ally buy on time, now is in hock 
for $1240, or about 30 percent of 
its annual income. 


By reducing down payments 
and stretching out payments to 
as long as 36 and even 42 
months, the auto industry bor- 
rowed business ahead. The only 
real winner turns out to be the 
finance companies, now collect- 
ing their money plus 12-18 per- 
cent and sometimes much more. 


The reports are that the 1957 
cars will hug the ground even 
closer, will have improved visi- 
bility to the rear, and smaller 
tires, which puts more rubber 
on the road. A few of the high- 
est-priced cars may offer fuel 
injectors instead of the present 
carburetors. Fuel injectors are 
claimed to provide increased 
power and smoother perform- 
ance with great gas economy. 


But for the family that is in 
position to buy, needs a car now, 
and plans to buy for a long 
term and_thus is not primarily 
concerned about next year’s 
trade-in value, the opportunity 
to secure substantial discounts 
has come earlier in the year 
than usual. Ordinarily the big- 
gest discounts are available in 
June and July when dealers get 
worried that next year’s models 
will soon be breathing down 
their backs. As a matter of fact, 
because the ’56 models have not 
been drastically changed, some! 
car experts believe they may 
have fewer “bugs” and mechan- 
ics are more familiar with them. 


However, it’s become difficult 
to know how much discount you 
actually get. Many dealers now 
“pack” the list price before 
granting an alleged discount or 
overallowance on your old car. 
They do this in various ways; 
by exaggerating the list price of 
the car itself; by adding fake 
charges to your bill such as the 
“handling fee’ of up to $125

One factory’s zone represen- 
tative admitted to this writer 
that its dealers now even add 
their advertising cost to list 
prices of cars. Since so-called 
“list” prices no longer are re- 
liable, it’s vital that you com- 
pare the actual net price (after 
trade-in allowance) for the 
model and accessories you select 
among several dealers. Make 
sure this net or final price in- 
cludes all charges (handling, 
delivery, finance, preparation or 
conditioning, excise and sales 
taxes, and accessories). 


News About Women 


The Soviet practice of using 
women workers for even the 
heaviest and most dangerous 
work may be coming to an‘end, 
according to a hint in the So- 
viet labor newspaper Trud. 

Women longshoremen, ditch- 
diggers, coal miners and the 
like have long been a familiar 
aspect of the Soviet scene, one 
that has astounded Westerners 
visiting that country. This has 
sometimes been defended on 
the ground of the Soviet doc- 
trine of the equality of sexes. 

Trud reports that Soviet eco- 
nomic ministries and depart- 
ments have issued orders to 
transfer women out of heavy 
and harmful work. Heads of So- 
viet trade unions have been in- 
structed to put pressure on fac- 
tory directors to comply with 
these orders. 

The Soviet newspaper makes 
plain that the life of Soviet 
women workers is often very 
difficult. Women make up a 
much larger proportion of the 
labor force in the Soviet Union 
than in Western countries and 
the great majority of Soviet 
adult women work outside the 
home. ; 

Trud cites as an example of 
abuses in this field the experi- 
ences of twelve pregnant women 
in a textile plant. Told to assign 
these women to light work, the 
plant manager put them on a 
job that required that they push 
carts with 100-pound loads,

Household Hints 
Stainless Steel 


Stainless steel is appearing in 
more built-in appliances, cook- 
ware and tableware than ever 
before. This durable, handsome 
material is easy to clean but 
does require a little special care. 


A few simple tips on the care 
of stainless steel are suggested 
by Richard E, Paret of the 
American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute. 


For example, it should be 
cleaned frequently and on a 
fixed schedule. Fresh and soft 
food particles and grease should 
be removed immediately from 
counter tops, refrigerator doors, 
and other spots. Wash with or- 
dinary soap, warm water and a 
sponge, fiber brush or soft cloth. 
iTo hasten cleaning action, 
either baking soda or any non- 
abrasive cleaning agent may be 
added to the water. 


Taboo for cleaning stainless 
steel is common steel wool, 
scouring pads, scrapers, wire 
brushes or steel utensils. These 
will mar the surface. Also they 
may leave small particles of 
iron imbedded in the stainless 
steel, and eventually will rust 
and stain the surface.

Great Newspaper Strike 
In Detroit Resulted in 
Many Gains for Workers 


DETROIT (AFLCIO) — The 
presses of the city’s three daily 
papers, strikebound since De- 
cember 1, are rolling again after 
agreement was reached with the 
last of eight unions involved. 

A two-year pact signed with 
the Teamsters cleared the way 
for resumption of publication 
by the Free Press, Times and 
News. The contract calls for an 
immediate $3.75 weekly pay in- 
crease with another $2.75 weekly 
due on November 16. In addition 
the publishers will put 25 cents 
a week per worker into a fund 
which may be used for pensions. 

The Free Press unit of the 
Newspaper Guild won increases 
ranging from $2.75 to $4.75 
weekly. Photoengravers em- 
ployed on all three papers will 
get a $3.75 weekly pay boost at 
once and an additional $2.75 a 
week a year from now. This was 
the samé increase negotiated 


earlier by the stereotypers, 
mailers and printers. 

About 4500 workers were in- 
volved in the strike which start- 
ed with a walkout of the stereo- 


in communism was de- 
livered by AFL-CIO President 
George Meany as he received 
the annual social justice award 
of the National Religion and 
Labor Foundation. 


Meany shared the honor with 
AFL-CIO Vice President Walter 
P. Reuther, last President of the 
former CIO. Their names will 
be inscribed on the social jus- 
tice award plaque. They re- 
ceived citations based on their 
roles in AFL-CIO unity and 
their leadership of labor from 
Rabbi Isidor B. Hoffman, of Co- 
lumbia University, Foundation 
Co-Chairman for Religion. 


The AFL-CIO leader com- 
bined his castigation of U. S. 
Liberals who are blind to the 
viciousness of communism with 
a frontal attack on communism 
itself. , 


“Too many in the free world 
seem to have lost their capacity 
for moral indignation,” he said. 


“We of the Democratic camp 
must develop a far more vigor- 
ous moral attitude. We must re- 
kindle our capacity to cry out 
against, to protest against the 
godless dogmas and savage 
crimes being perpetrated by 
Moscow. I know of nothing more 
positive and constructive than 
a total struggle against the to- 
talitarian cancer in the body of 
modern society. 


“It is rather disturbing to me 
that many people in our coun- 
try who call themselves liberals 
are stone silent about the so- 
viet concentration camps. 


“They never find time to ut- 
ter a word of condemnation 
against the communist imperi- 
alist destruction of the national 
independence and democratic 
rights of hundreds of millions 
of people in Europe and Asia.” 


Meany called attempts of 
western diplomacy to “tear to 
shreds” the United Nation’s 
charter by a package deal on 
admissions “shocking.” 


“Can it be that the free world 
is so weak in its moral spirit,” 
he demanded “that it does not 
recognize this deal as appease- 
ment of the worst kind? 

“IT am all for a fight to the 
finish against racialism in our 
own midst. Racialism is damn- 
able and detestable in any form. 
But racialism in reverse — as 
now -propagated in India and 


‘Burma by Kruschev and Bulga- 


nin—is just as reprehensible.” 

He branded as “reprehen- 
sible” the communists’ deten- 
tion of socalled prisoners of war 
10 years after the fighting, and 
continued: 

“One would expect the true 
liberal to cry out in protest 
against human beings being 
carted, tagged and shuttled 
about for weeks in the rail- 
yards of Russia, as if they were 
carloads of coal or bags of po- 
tatoes. 

“Not until we of the free 
world can give rebirth to a vi- 
brant moral attitude, to a burn- 
ing indignation against such 
frightful beastialities, can free- 
dom-loving people be suffici- 
ently stirred to gather the mor- 
al strength for resisting and de- 
feating the totally anti-moral 
dogmas and deeds of commu- 
nism at home and abroad. 

“Yes, this means above all a 
moral struggle against commu- 
nism.”

AMERICANS GAD to Europe 
for all sorts of reasons—to see 
ancient castles, modern paint- 
ings, famous scenery, or just to 
be going where everyone else is 
going. 

Howard Hall, of Corona, for- 
mer general manager of Ex- 
change Lemon Products Co., 
went for one reason—to look at 
lemens. 


He saw lemons, and a lot be- 
sides, which he tells about in a 
recent issue of the Citrograph. 
But of greatest general interest 
is the vast difference in fruit 
culture between a land where 
all is done by hand and our own 
highly mechanized, large scale 
way of producing our fruit. 


“One couldn’t help being pro- 
foundly impressed” he said, “by 
the great land hunger every- 
where in evidence. 

“Those unbelievable terraces! 
One, sometimes two, rows of 
small trees about the size of big 
grape vines, then a rock wall 
from four to ten feet high and 
another row of trees,” 

This was in Italy. In Sicily 
much the same conditions pre- 
vailed and the “groves” were 
called “lemon gardens.” 

There is no fertilizer supply, 
no “cover crops” as we know 
them. But twice a year the na- 
tive grasses and weeds are 
turned under by hand from tree 
trunk to tree trunk. 


From all parts of Europe and 
Asia one hears of this “land 
hunger,” this utilization of 
every foot of soil. Only on this 
vast continent of ours can we 
afford the spend-thrift practice 
of letting our soil erode and 
wash away. 

The question comes to us, 
are we going to learn our lesson 
jof conservation in time? Or are 
we going to wait too long and 
have to reclaim our precious 
soil foet by foot as do our Euro- 
pean cousins of today? 

At least’ we are forewarned. 
If we let this trouble come upon 
us we do it with our eyes open. 

Our scientists can say “We 
told you so.”
